Rome, July 17. — Injections of cal- 


Feine have again been made necessary 
bo relievo the difficulty in the pope's 
breathing, which has been labored, in- 
creasing the weakness of the august 
sufferer and hastening the crisis, 
which has caused a consultation of the 
pontiff's doctors. 


The coming crisis in the pope's con- 


dition presented itself when the doc- 
tors were confronted on the one hand 
with the imperative necessity of an- 
other operation and on the other hand 
with the danger that such an opera- 
Lion in the patient's feeble condition 
might prove fatal. This dilemma was 
canvassed by Dr. Lapponi and Dr. 
Mazzoni throughout the day. At their 
earlier conference there was some 
prospect that the operation might not 
rccur, and the doctors left the sick 
room without without arriving at a 
leflnite determination as to when it 
would take place. They expressed the 
belief, however, that a delay would 
serve useful purposes in permitting a 
larger extraction of serum in case the 
jperation was undertaken. 


Was Greatly Depressed. 


Meantime the pope continued In a 


state of great depression. Thanks t« 
i fairly good afternoon's sleep th« 
physicians were able to. Issue a bul- 
etin at 7:25 p. m. showing that there 
lad been no vital change in the nor- 
nal progress of the disease, though

The tenacity of Pope Leo is most ad- 


mirable not only in his organism but 
even in his feeling. The best example 
thereof, 
perhaps, Is the continual 


proofs of confidence that his holiness 
bestows on Cardinal Rampolla, who, 
after faithfully serving the pope for 16 
years, is now made the object of most 
bitter attacks, especially during the 
last period, because of the Franco- 
phile attitude of the papacy; The pon-

I grave Cardinal Rampolla's adversaries 
are beginning to take advantage of his 
tottering power to pull down the idol 
which, until recently, they worshiped, 
So his holiness leaves nothing unat- 
tempted to show the world up to the 
last moment how much he trusts his 
secretary of state. No one was admit- 
ted to the sick room Thursday except 
the cardinal secretary of state, who 
was allowed in only on the repeated 
requests of Pope Leo, who said to him 
that he desired to confirm and extend 
the power to his eminence already ex- 
ercised because of his position, and 
authorized him to- take measures 
which, in ordinary times, would com 
pel the direct intervention of the pon- 
tiff, "in recognition of his personal de- 
votion to the church.''

Washington, July 17.—The secre- 


tary of state says the incident of the 
Jewish petition to the czar is closed. 
He has informed the 
B'nai B'raith 


committee that Russia " has declined 
to receive the petition. 


Washington, July 17.—The petition 


of the American Jews and other citi- 
zens addressed to the Czar of Russia, 
calling attention to the recent Kischi- 
neff massacres and the continued in- 
justice to the Russian Jews, will not 
be sent, upon its' mission.. 


The state department .has already 


received a reply from Russia stating 
that it neither would receive nor con- 
sider, the matter of the Jewish peti- 
tion on the subject of the KischinefT 
incident. This information came in 
the form of a cable dispatch from Mr. 
Riddle, American charge at St. Peters- 
burg, to whom was committed the 
delicate task of inquiring of the Rus- 
sian government as to its attitude 
With respect to the presentation of 
the petition. It is believed that this 
will end the matter and that no fur 
ther steps will be taken by this gov- 
ernment to bring the views of the pe- 
titioners to* the attention of Russia, 
although as yet co consideration has 
been given by the president to the 
course to be pursued in the light of 
-Russia's response. 


The reply that Russia would make 


to all suggestions on the subject oi 
the Kischineff massacre was forecast- 
ed some weeks ago in an unauthorized 
statement, when the public was defi- 
nitely informed that Russia regarded, 
the affair as an internal matter as to 
which she, in the exercise of her own 
sovereignty, must refuse to receive 
suggestions from any other govern- 
ment or outilde>*buree.

Washington, July 17. — Secretary 


Root announced tliat he had approved 
the recommendation of the general 
staff board of the army that military 
maneuvers for the department of the 
lakes be held at West Point, Ky., in 
October. All the regular troops avall- 
abTe in the department of the lakes 
will participate, and the 
National 


Guard of the states of Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Indiana, Kentucky and Ohio 
will be invited to take part. It Is 
probable Ohio will be represented only 
by one regiment, as her

there will be 35 companies of regulars 
and 10 or 12 regiments of militia par- 
ticipate in the maneuvers.

Touring the United States ni 1902, 
Mr. Fraser visited the larger manu- 
facturing cities, inspected works ol all 
sorts, and conditions and callings, in-, 
terviewed employer and employe and 
reduced his very conservative conclu- 
sions to writing. To him

lags behind the rest of the world in 
scientific attainments. Possibly that 
is true—equally possible is it that Mr. 
Fraser was compelled to find some- 
thing whereon to let the pride of the 
Briton fall sofuy, so genuine and so 
hearty is his admiration for the tre- 
mendous results coming from the en- 
ergy, the keen Insight into the wants 
of the public and the push 
of the
